About forty merchants and Inter- 
ested parties around Antioch attended 
a meeting Monday afternoon In Wood- 
man hall held for tho purpose of ac- 
quainting the citizens of Antioch of 
the proposed gigantic Chain O'Lakea 
Park project. 

Mr. Hulit, the general superintend- 
ent and originator of the entire prop- 
osition, was the speaker of tho after- 
noon. His talk on his life's aim In 
conservation of wild animals was In- 
teresting. He told his audience the 
Interesting way In which after a 
search throughout the country for a 
spot suitable to fulfil his ideal ho 
finally landed In the Grass Lake re- 
gion. 

His description of the possibilities 
of the development of this vast area 
Into a recreation park and the bene- 
fits tlmt will be derived from it by 
the surrounding country sounded like 
a page from Grime's Fairy Book, but 
nevertheless It all looks perfectly true 
in tho face of facta and figures sub- 
mitted by Mr. Hulit. 

His pre.sentation of possible draw- 
ing power of this vast project was not 
in the least enlarged on. In fact Mr. 
Hulit omitted the one million peopla 
or more that live in the radius of GO 
miles to the west, north and east of 
this chain of lakes, especially avail- 
able through the system of good roads 
throughout lower Wisconsin. 

Mr. Hulit explained the purpose of 
home associate membership, and tho 
benefits to bo derived from It His 
scheme of free_ publicity In the adver- 
tising in the Chicago papers is unique 
as well as well worth the price of an 
associate membership. 

-The interest that this movement 
has created elsewhere was brought 
out when Mr. Hulit cited one incident 
of tho class of business that had ap- 
proached the offlclals for space. Ho 
told his hearers that the cement com- 
panics of the United States had se- 
lected a committee of five men to lo- 
cate the most advantageous position 
to erect an exhibition of the possiblH- 
jtles of cemenL He stated that this 
(committee had applied to the assocla- 
: tion for 40 acres In the proposed park 
I for Its -site. 

His scheme for propogatlon of fish 
was listened to with interest by those 
present, for all realize the value of 
good fishing in tho lakes. Mr. Hulit 
pointed out the large number of ac- 
tivities that would he enclosed In Uie 
Chain O'Lakes Park, and pointed to 
the character of the chairmen of com- 
mittees. He explained how these 
chairmen are each to head a commit- 
tee of ten, each to select his own com- 
mittee. He pointed out as a sample 
the character of the committees be- 
ing selected, illustrating the one on 
goats. The first person he named was 
Mr. Stevens, owner of the La Salle 
hotel, and owner of the magnificent - 
new Stevens Building now being erect- 
ed in Chicago. Along with him ha 
named another member of this one 
committee. Mrs. James A. Patten, 
wife of the man known as the "wheat 
Icing." Mrs. Patten's war record runs 
second to none, and her charitable and 
social work to day is enormous. Her 
name attched to any project spells 
success. 

C. W. Alger and iAIr. C. L. Ayrea 
wore Introduced by Mr. Hnllt and 
each explained the financial problems 
of the association.

A halt dozen farmers have already 
testeU their- boIIb for sourness and 
over a carload of lime ordered. Any- 
one wishing to have their soli tested 
■where they intend to sow alfalfa next 
spring please hring soil to C. L. Kutil 
at the Antioch high school and receive 
a free test. Your soil may not need 
lime, but if the test shows that it does 
yon can at least join with the others 
and have a few tons shipped In. Your 
Immediate attention will bo appro- 
•elated by the high school. Frozen soil 
is all right and can be tested now. 

GLEANINGS FROM THE 

FARMERS' INSTITUTE 

Forty tons of lime huvo already 
been ordered through the agricultural 
department of the Antioch High 
school. More orders are expected 
soon. The department Is prepared to 
teat one hundred sample of soil to 
see if lime is lacking. It may he that 
your soil needs lime to make alfalfa 
grow.

We all grow alfalfa and yot a real i 
good field of alfalfa is a rarity, and If 
lack of lime Is the cause of this rarity 
we have no ono but ourselves to 
blame for It. 

Now, fortunately, It Is a simple mat- 
ter to determine with a fair degree of 
accuracy whether a soil lacks lime or 
not, and how much lime Is needed to 
correct this deficiency. 

Lack of limo limits legumes, espe- 
cially alfalfa, in two ways. Ono way 
Is directly,' tliat Is, not enough Ume In 
the soil to supply the needed amount 
to produce a maximum crop of alfalfa. 
Indirectly by permitting a soil to be 
sour and thus making it an unfavor- 
able place for the nitrogen fixing bac- 
teria to live with the alfalfa and thus 
take nitrogen from the air for the 
plant 

The surface soil always contains 
leas lime than the subsoil, and it Is 
growing less year by year. This prob- 
ably accounts for the fact that It Is 
getting harder and harder to grow 
clover and that it Is often possible to 
grow a fair crop of alfalfa, where it 
seems impossible to get a stand of 
clover, since alfalfa Is a much deeper 
rooted crop and can got Its llmo from 
the subsoil and grow a small to fair 
crop, being limited by a lack of nitro- 
gen rather than a lack of lime, due to 
the fact that the surface soil being 
sour, the nitrogen fixing bacteria can- 
not thrh'o there and because they 
must have air they cannot thrive in 
the sweet subsoil. 

Now the agricultural department of 
the high school would like to test a 
sample of the surface soil of every 
field In the community where- It Is in- 
tended to sow alfalfa, clover or sweet 
clover this spring, to see whether It 
needs lime or not. 

The cost of lime enough to remedy 
any lack of It will Invariably he less 
than the cost of the seed you sow.

In other words, high- 
er prices will he paid for uniform 
graded eggs than for ungraded lots 
of eggs such as are now ordinarily 
marketed. Bllnols buyers arc show- 
ing very favorable interest In the 
plan." 

Mr. Harper says that Farm Bureau 
members should plan naw to take ad- 
vantage of these quality prjces for 
eggs and poiiltry. "The most pernic- 
ious evil in the present marketing of 
.these products Is tho common prac- 
illco of nearly all grocers .and huck- 
sters to pay a flat price per dozen for 
all grades ot eggs and poultry." he 
says. "This Is obviously unEalr as the 
producer who really tries to market 
high quality products gets no higher 
1 price than tho man who sellB with no 

I regard for quality. „ 

1 Uniformity ot breed Is the starting 
point for tinlform products that can 
be easily graded, Mr. Harper says. 
"It the majority of poultry keepers 
in a community or a county would co- 
operate and agree on a standard poul- 
try breed which all would raise, tho 
first big 'Step would be solved in the 
emclcnt marketing ot poultry pro- 
ducts," he' declares. "The central 
poultry and egg markets would bo 
eager to pay a premium for quality

FARM RELIEF BILL 

" "■ ENDORSED BY 1. A. A, 
At Itfl January 31 meeting In Chica- 
go, the lUrnols AgrlcviUural Associa- 
tion endorsed the intent and purpose 
ot the McNary-Haugen Bill, an emer- 
gency measure designed to establish 
a fair rotation between what the farm- 
er sells and what he buys. Tbe one 
restriction to tlio endorsement wan 
"That .the bill be amended In such a 
way as to be more. In harmony \i\th 
the purposes o£ farmers' cooperative 
associations." f 

This bill contains many of the 
features oC the Wallace wheat export 
plan wblcb Lake county farmers who 
attended tbe I. A. A, meeting at Gales- 
burg win remember was dlscushod but 
not endorsed. However *hat oonvon- 
, tlon urged "the consideration and pis- 
sage of such laws as are rjconomical- 
ly sound and that have for their pur- 
pose the relief of agricultut'2 and tbe 
slabllzntion of prices." 

"As I see it, this bill is a national 
compulsory poll, tbe wbobi cost of 
operation being charged to the farm- 
ers." said President Thompson of tbe 
1. A, A. during the discussion at tlio 
bill by tbe committee. "It is ni)t pa- 
ternalism hut does take care of emer- 
gencies. 

"There is no doubt," bo co'.:tiiuied, 
"about the condition of agriculture. 
Any number of good farmers hr.vc 
had to lay down their tools and quit 
business. The livestock farmer Is wind- 
ing up 1923 In a worse condition Ihan 
a year ago. I don't, as a rule, believe 
in political remedies, but this bill- 
looks like an honest effort to over- 
come tbe emergency problem. Its 
chief purpose is to give a busbol of 
wheat the same buying powoc It had 
In the pre-war days." 

In speaking of the bill, VIce-pre:!i- 
dent C. B. Watson, DcKalb, said, 
"Tboro are protective tariffs for In- 
dustry and immigration laws to pro- 
tect labor. Agriculture also needs 
adequate protection.
